Air Forces doctrine end is more fully explanatory of the purposes and scope 
of the air intelligence. 


INTELLIGENCE, COMBAT 


Intelligence produced én-time-ef-war in a combat area based upon informa~ 
tion collected in the field during military operstions. 


COMMENT: While this term is purely military, it is believed the sub- 


‘stituted definition will prevent confusien in non-militery agencies of 


the Government. 
INTELLIGENCE INFORMATION (Added, a new definition) 


intelligence information ia that information of alien peoples obtainable 
in @ multitude of mannera and forms and having possible utility to ap- 
preigals of alien intentions, capabilities, and vulnerabilities. 


COMMENT: The inclusion of this term will clarify to all personnel the all- 
embracine scope of the intelligence field.

COMMENT: The deleted words appear to be unnecessarily confusing and 
restrictive.

An estimate of damage inflicted on an industry by-bembing in terms of 
quantities of finished products denied the enemy frou the moment of at- 
tack, through the period of reconstruction, and to the point when full 
production is resumed. 


COMMENT: Production lose may be the result of any of several sethods 
of conducting warfare.

A condition resulting from the measures taken within #-eemmand an organi ta~ 
tion or area to safeguard classified matter coming under its cognizance, 
including physical security of documents and materials. 


COMMENT: The sugcested change permite Goveriment wide usage. 
Page 173 STRATEGIC MATERIALS 


These materials vital to the national defense of a nation which mst be 
procured entirely or to a substantial degree froxz sources outside the 
continental limits of tme-Untted-States that nation because the domestic 
production is not sufficient in quantity or quality to meet requirements, 

end for which strict measures of conservation and control of distribution 
will be nacessary in time of national emergency. See also CRITICAL MATERIALS. 


COM FNT: The suggested change permits Government wide usage and will 
diminish the possibility of confuelon among intelligence personnel in 
that the term has bean broadened to apply to any nation.
